of feudalism, honest, brave, virile, tbe 
kind to which the feel-vile instinctively 
doff tbeir bats. We can hear liis armor 
i lank when lie declares tiiat tbe right.-, 
of tbe laboring men "will ba eared for 
by tbe Christian meii to whom God in 
his inlinite wisdom has given the cou- 
ti-ol of the property interests, of the 
country." When the section of human- 
ity tnor whicb God lias given him jii- j 
risdictioii protests agaiusi bis particu- 
lar kind of care, be answers quite re- 
tally. ''The duty of tbe hour is not to 
waste time negotiating with the fo- 
menlers of this anarchy, but to do as 
vi JS, done in tho v.'ar of tho rebellion, 
rc«tor»> tbe majesty of tbe law.'' etc. 
Let the powerful care for tbe weak 
and if tbe weak are iiot satisfied put 
them down by toree. "\Vo tan almost 
«ee tiite Duke of Alva lifting bis jew- 
eled sword, with its motto. ''Accipe 
sanctum gladium muuus a Deo." etc. 


But a not less interesting figure and 


even more significant is bis '"ludship"' 
Sir John .lackson. wbo administers 
justice in the United Stales court for 
the northern district of West Virginia. 
When the leaders of tbe dissatisfied 
men are haled before him at his com- 
mand, be describes tbem in bis pub- 
lished opinion as "vampires that live 
and fatten on tbe honest labor of tbe 
coal miners '' "May I not ask the ques- 
tion,'' lie continues, "whether it is not 
time for our lawmakers to consider tbe 
question whether freedom of speech 
should not be so restricted by statures 
as to suppress seditious sentiments; 
Are communism and anarchy and all 
the dire evils which follow in the train 
of such people as you who are preach- 
ing the most detestable heresies aud 
doctrines to be protected by tbe consti- 
tution of the United States? Xo; never. 
ne\er. never!" Then Mother .Tones, 
•who pleads for justice to the miners, 
gets from his -'ludship" a significant 
lecture. "I cannot forbear to express 
my great surprise that a •woman of the 
apparent intelligence of Mrs. Jones 
should permit herself to be used as an 
instrument by designing and reckless 
agitators iu accomplishing an object 
whicb is entirely unworthy of a good 
woman. There are many charities in 
life -which are open to her iu -which she 
could contribute largely to mankind iu 
distress. It would have been better 
far for her to follow the Hues and the 
paths which the all wise Being intend- 
ed her sex should follow."' Yet on this 
very day of "writing Mr. MacA'eagb is 
solemnly cross exatuiuiug Mr. Mitchell 
on the proposition that it is wrong to 
criticise the judges for their decisions. 
It will be perceived that bis "ludship/' 
like Mr. Baer. does not besilale to ex- 
pound the policy of tbe all wise Being, 
and he is as ready to encourage charity 
as Mr. Baer doubtless is to do it. They 
are sincere too. They do not know that 
Lbe giiiC between charity and justice is 
wide and unfathomable. 


These are merely side lights ou the 


Pennsylvania and West Virginia situa- 
tions. 


What a weird, almost demoniac re- 


sponse came to these medkeval senti- 
ments of Baer and his "ludship:" It 
quite shifts tbe scene and changes the 
characters. Baer was not concerned 
with the public; his "ludship" was try- 
ng to teach wisdom to the strikers. 
But up rolls a voice of thunder from 


multitudes who were not parties to the 
contest at all—strange and inconse- 
quential. "We challenge your rfeht to 
make us freeze." While Mr. Bner is j 
claiming property in the rights of men, j 
men come in claiming rights to his 
jropcrty. Thousands who nre quite in- 
different whether the miner is tinder 
Mr. Baer's heel or not nre nil at once 
protesting that he must use his. proj>-

Imagine (lie reception that Mr. Baer 


would ha\c received from TboimiH .)< 
fcrson, Andrew .lack on or Abraham 
Lincoln. J for one citizen feel tbat the 
majcKty of the nation suffered, when 
Its president humbly s«allowed tbe de- 
fiance of this property owner. 


The president slated tuily tbat the 


three jiiii-tics lo tho situation were the 
operators, the miners and the general 
public. The operators bail Mr. Baer and 
the mhiert, Mr. Mitchell, both stanch 
champions. How pitiable was Ibe de- 
fence of the general public! 


Here again lhe flue adjustment of the 


feiul!1,! system is in eudeiicc; it does 
not operate against the lord. The presi- 
dent of the United States has at his 
command all the powerful machinery 
of the department of justice. 
An at- 


torney geuersl is the law officer of the 
government, * with subordinates and 
marshals in every district. Tbe two 
slate governors wbo were involved in 
this contest had similar powers and like 
attorneys general; yet not a move was 
made m any court. We find, however, 
thai in the case of the United States 
\crsui, llaggerty, in which bis "lud- 
ship'' spoke as above quoted. Reese 
Blizzard. United States district attor- 
ney, appeared in faior of a rule for 
contempt against the defeudants. It 
was the same in the Deb* case at Chi- 
cago—the attorney general and his dis- 
trict attorneys nibbed 
troops aud 


judges against tbe strikers, but none 
appeared in their favor- 


It is true that Mr. Morgan finally took 


alarm at public sentiment and vouch- 
safed lo the president tbe appointment 
of a tribunal of arbitration. But it is 
pitiable that the -\yhole machinery of 
government stood still while public in- 
dignation beat against Mr. Morgan. 


If tbe president had instructed the at- 


torney general to proceed for the relief 
of tbe public by asking tbe courts to 
appoint receivers to operate the mines. 
tbe very act would bii\e forced the im- 
pudent operators, not to arbitrate, but 
to settle with their miners. If the pres- 
ident bad sumrnoueil congress in ex- 
traordinary session and demanded im- 
mediate action, his mere summons 
would have solved'tbe difficulty. 


A congressional committee found and 


reported in 1893 that the miners were 
under monopolistic control. No fact is 
more notorious. The arrest of Mr. Baer 
and his associates for violation of the 
statutes of the United States (1893. 
chapter 07) against unlawful monopo- 
lies would have restored some confi- 
dence that the law applies to the strong 
a? well as tbe weak. Governors Stone 
ai.d Odcll bad like powers, but appar- 
ently tbe machinery of justice has been 
thrown out of gear by Mr. Baer's and 
Mr. Morgan's touch. 


The Boston Herald lapsed cue day 


into this explanation: "While equity 
proceedings have- 1-ecn resorted to in de- 
fense of the interests of tbe public 
when labor is im olved, there is decided 
hesitancy lo apply tbe same remedy 
wben treating of evils due to corporate 
or capitalistic disregard of public 
rights." It was this same hesitancy 
that afflicted President Roosevelt and 
bis attorney general. It was as effective 
as a refusal. 


Mr. Baer, railroad president, faces 


section 5, article IT of tbe constitution 
of Pennsylvania, which forbids com- 
mon carriers from engaging directly or 
indirectly iu mining. The stale has tbe 
right of eminent domain to take the 
mines and may cancel the charters of 
the railroads and mining companies by 
an act of the legislature. But Governor 
Stone had only troops with which to 
mecl lhe problem. 


The real masters of the governments 


and people have been disclosed in this 
affair, and in tbe light of tbe revela- 
tions it is not strange that Mr. Baer 
was bold, the president humble and the 
people were dependent upon Mr. Mor- 
gan's caution. 


It is not lo be wondered at that the 


present arbitration commission appears 
to be sitting at the trial of miners and 
of trade unionism rather than vindi- 
cating iu advance the right of labor to 
organize for its own defens=c. 


Some day we may hope for public offi- 


cers who will "restore the majesty of 
the law" by enforcing it for the weak 
as well as the powerful.

Marconi's 


Cape Cod 


Station f 


I Special Coi-respondcncp.] 


Wellfloet, Mass., Jan. 3!).— This little 


Cape Cod town is just now a center of 
observation for not only the people of 
Cape Cod, but also for the general pub- 
lic, inasmuch as Marconi, the king of 
wireless telegraphy, is here testing the 
apparatus installed in the. Marconi sta- 
tion which has recently been completed. 


Tbe station is located about four miles 


from the- ancient Jo llol brook tavern, 
in Wellfleet, and oue and a half miles 
from tbe railway depot in South AVcll- 
flcet. It stands on a stretch of land the 
highest for miles down or up the Cupe, 
the site having been chosen by Mar- 
coni himself, who visited Wellllcet in 
May. 3001, while exploring Cape Cod to 
find a suitable spot for a station. It is 
perhaps more than 100 feet above sea 
level, and since the station has been 
constructed mariners have found the 
four lofty towers very useful as hind- 
marks. 


As completed, the Wellfleet structure 


bears a strong resemblance to the wire- 
less depots at Table Head and at Pol- 
dhu. Cornwall, but the station here was 
built only after some strenuous work 
and iu tbe face of difficulties not expe- 
rienced at the places just named. Th<; 
nearest dwelling house is a mile away. 
aud tbe wind, which has au uninter- 
rupted sweep across this stretch of 
land, often rises to tbe violence of a 
hurricane, blowing the sand through 
the air so fiercely tbat blood will be 
drawn from tbe faces of those wbo are 
unfortunate enough to be exposed to 
tbe combined assaults of wind and 
sand. 


The region, moreo\er, is as desolate 


as one could well find anywhere. There 
is not enough fertility in the soil to al- 
low a tree to grow to a respectable 
height, and the stretch that is not whol- 
ly sand is covered \\ith a growth of 
wispisb grass, an odd creeping vine 
and shunted pines. But Marconi deemed 
it tbe best possible place from which to 
conduct bis operations and made light 
of tbe fact that the station would at all 
times be exposed to tbe power of the 
wind. 


Accordingly, soon after be had lo- 


cated a site, a gang of. men started to 
dig- foundations for the high masts of 
Oregon pine which were to bold aloft 
the wires of tbe system. These masts, 
like tbe present towers, were more 
than 200 feet high, and tbe old resi- 
dents of Wellfleet prophesied that they 
would not last long when a good old 
fasbic-ned storm should make its ap- 
pe.iraiice. 
The prophets were right. 


One cold December day of tbe- same 
year the people of Weilfieet awoke to 
find that of tbe twenty spars erected 
but tbre'e were stauding, and these 
looked ready to topple o^el• at any 
time. 


T'ndaunted. the in»eiitor gave orders 


that a fresh start should be made. 
Fifteen carloads of Oregon pine were 
required for tbe four great towers that 
were to replace tbe wrecked niasts. 
They were firmly set on foundations of 
concrete and braced by strong wire 
cables. But despite tbeir apparent vi- 
rility the prophets of evil croaked again, 
predicting that it would not be long 
before they would go the way the 
masts bad gone. 


So far Ibese birds of ill omen have 


found their predictions unverified, and 
since tbeir completion the towers have
